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Home for Revolver

IS THREATENED. 


Mrs. Mary Lydon, 2524 West Adams street, 
last night shot John C. Carlson, who several 
times, it fs said, has threatened to kill or 
injure her. Carlson is in a critical condition. 

The shooting took place at about 10 o'clock 
at West Monroe sireet and Campbell avenue, 
across from the Monroe street hospital, to 
which the injured man was taken. 

Mrs. Lydon fired five shots, three of which 
She has been estranged 
from her husband and has been living with 
her father, John Schlack, with whom Carl- 
son also lived for a time. Carlson was said 
to have been infatuated with the woman. 


Attacked Woman “Before, 

Carlson was arrested on Sept. 16, 1910 
fined $200, and sent to the bridewell on 
charges of trying to throw acid into the face 
of Mrs. Lydon. Upon being released from 
the bridewell he reriewed his visits to the 
@chiack residence, it is said, but was refused 
admittance. 

Mrs. Lydon and ber father left home at 
night for a walk.

Her father stepped between the two, 
and Carlson le said to have attacked Schlack 
Mrs, Lydon, ran home. procured a revolver, 
which she had purchased after Carlson's first 
arrest.

Do Not Know Finder. 

Varying stories: were told by the physician 
and his wife at their residence, 68 East Gar- 
field boulevard, and both insisted they knew 
neither the name of the woman who found 
the rings nor the name of her representative, 
who returned them. 

Mrs. Coons lost the rings in the lavatory 
of a State street department store on Feb. 
20. She had laid them down on a washstand 
and in a few moments turned to get then 
to find they had disappeared. 

She left a note at the “lost and found 
counter of the store telling of her loss, and 
the police were notified to search for the 
rings, one a twin diamond worth $1,500 and 
the other a solitaire valued at $600. 

The follow ing morning Dr. Coons published 
advertisements offering a liberal reward 
kor the return of the rings, but there were no 
results. Two days later advertisements of- 
fering a $200 reward appeared, then 8300. 
and finally in the Saturday morning papers 
$600. 


Called by Phone. 

Saturday morning I received a telephone 
message at my office,” Dr. Coon said. “A 
man's voice. which I did not recognize, said 
the rings would be returned on the payment 
of the reward. I said I could not afford to 
pay the $600 I had offered, and asked if ices 
money would be accepted. I suggested $360, 
and the man said he would take that amount, 

“I made an appointment to meet the man 
in the loop to get the rings on Monday, when 
he said they could be delivered to me. I 
don’t care to say where they were returned 
nor do I know the man who returned them.” 

Mrs. Coons at first said Mr. Shanahan met 
the person and got the rings, and ‘ater that 
she herself received the rings from a man 
whom she did not Know at the place agreed 
upon. Abe finally said that the only thing 
Mr. Shanahan had to do with the recovery of 
the jewelry was to provide the reward money, 
which her husband did not have at hand.

“4, rtle town of Pleasant Pratrie, Wis., 
Afty-tive miles north of Chicago, was whiffed 
off the map at 8:22 o'clock last night, and 
simultaneously ea region embraced within a 
radius ranging from Cleveland, O, to Clin- 
ton, Ia.—including the big cities of Chicago 
and Milwaukee—wes shaken as by angarth- 
quake. 

But it was not an earthquake: The catas- 
trophe was caused by the blowing up of the 
mille of the Laflin-Rand Powder company, 
recently consolidated with the DuPont Pow- 
der company. 


Only One Killed Outright. 
The town of Pleasant Prairie is ttle more 


than a settlement grouped near by the big 
powder plant. Five hundred persons lived 
in the village. | 

Only one person is reported to have been 
killed. He is missing and thought to be dead. 
— Many others were injured, but the major- 
ity had an escape that was miraculous, their 
little homes being blown away like card

Battle Lasts All Day 

Bl Paso, Tex., March 9.—The battle . 
at Casas Grandes on Monday, in which the 
force under Madero was routed by the fed- 
eral troops under Col. Cuellar, lasted all day 
with heavy casualties on both sides, accord- 
ing to an American mining man who claims 
% have sten the engagement. 

Madero’s men are said to have succeeded 
in reaching the outskirts of the town, where 
they opened a heavy fire on the garrison. 
While a portion of his force held the insur- 
rectos in check, Cuellar led the remainder of 
his force in a flank movement that placed the 
fmsurrectos under a cross fire. 

Thirty six Americans, fighting with the in- 
gurrectos, were taken prisoners. The Amer 
jeans were in the front of the battle and four 
of them were found lying dead in one heap. 
The insurrectos stood up under a cannonad- 
ing for twelve hours before they retreated. 
Cok Samuel Garcia Guellar of President 
Diaz's staff commanded the federal forces 

Other dispatches tell of fnsurgent victories 
near Coral. During a fight at Cumuripa, Gen. 
Lorenzo Torres was wounded. His official 
report says he lost 150 in killed and wounded 
while two insurgents were killed and six cap- 
tured. 

Federals Plan an Advance, 

Mexico City, March 9.—Col. Garcia Cuel- 
lar, who with a force of infantry left 
Juarez some time ago in search of the 
rebels under Blanco, has been instructed by 
the war department to return to Juarez and 
proceed to Gallejo on the Mexican Central 
to codperate with Col. Escudero. Together, 
it is said, they will seek an engagement with 
Orozoo, who was reported to be at Ojo Ber-

Octogenarian’s Vote for Lorimer 
Brings a Deluge of Con- 
dem nation. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 9.—({Special.}— 
Senator Cullom will be a candidete for re- 
election in 1918, and expects o be wind- 
cated” in the senatorial primary next year 
for his vote to whitewagh his colleague, Wa- 
liam Lorimer.. 

From now until the opening of his eam 
paign the senior senator and his friends will 
be engaged in laying plans for the terrific con- 
tert which is beligved to be inevitable. Gov. 
Deneen, it is assumed here, will be bis op- 
ponent, with the progressive wing of the 
Republican party in Illincis supporting the 
executive. 

The senator has made no public statement 
of his intentions and declines to discuse the 
matter for publication, especially since his 
yote for Lorimer. But his closest advisers, 
however, admit he is a candidate and that 
the tremendous volume of denunciation pre- 
cipitated in Illincis by his vote for Lorimer 
practically forces him to seek vindication 
in reélection. The only possibility. of a 
change of purpose, they say. lies in the con- 
cition of the venerable senator's health next 
year. 


Deluged with Condemnation. 

Mr. Cullom is being deluged with memorials 
and resolutions from Illinois condemning his 
support of the Lorimer whitewash and call- 
ing.upon him to resign. He also is receiving 
thousande of letters, most of which denounce 
him. But he apparently is indifferent to the 
demonstration. He tells his friends the folks 
out in Iiinois are on the wrong track if 
think they can worry him with massmeetin 
and resolutions, ö 

It is not a new experience for the octoge- 
narian senator. Ten years ago he weathered 
a similar storm of denunciation from the citt- 
zens of his state as a result of his vote in 
favor of Senator Quay of Pennsylvania, who 
was unseated by a vote of 338 to 32. But the 
tempest subsided and he later was vindi- 
cated” by a reélection. 

At the same time, Mr. Cullom is receiving 
many attestations of the deep gratitude of 
Mr. Lorimer and his friends for the vote 
which undoubtedly saved the junior senator 
from expulsion. The senior’s friends express 
the pious hope that the gratitude of the Lori 
merites will endure until 1913 at least. 


Push Cullom to the Front. 

Every effort is making to push the aged 
senator to the front and manufacture cam- 
paign ammunition out ot whatever prom- 
mence he can de given in the senate of the 
next congress. For this reason his friends 
want to make him the nominal if not the 
actual leader of the senate.

Republican nominee for mayor of Chicago. 

There was a vote which was practically 
unanimous from the house revenue commit- 
tee without discussion of any kind, and the 
impression which prevailed, following the 
adjournment of the committee, was that the 
attempt had been made to array the house 
against the senate on the proposition of 
amending the constitution. 

The initiative and referendum resolution, 
under the house system, was not before the 
revenue committee, and the issue, as raised 
before Senator Hays committee by Mr. Mer- 
riam, did not come before the house com- 
mittee. . 
Rests on Revenue 

As matters now stand, the initiative and 
referendum amendment, together with the 
propesal for the summons of 4 constitu- 
tional ‘convention, comes to the senate for 
action as soon as Senator Hay, the chairman 
of the senate committee, calis them into 
action. The house proposition rests en- 
tirely upon thé révenue proposal, which has 
the backing of heavy Chicago interests which 
have n active part in the formation of 
the proposed changes in the revenue portions 
of the constitution. 

The resolution which the house committees 
approved today abolishes the statedboard of 
equalization and causes the appointment of a 
tax commission whoee duties are to be pre- 
scribed by a subsequent legislature after the 
adoption of the enabling act. 

As matters are viewed at Springfield it is 
now a fat row between the senate and the 
house as to which resolution shall have 
preference, and there are many who are pre- 
dicting that the ultimate result will be sim- 
ply the calling, of a constitutional conven- 

tion and no submission of any one of the 
proposed amendments now pending in either 
senate or house.
